Mr. Green, the famous diver, tells singu- 


lar st.iries of his adventures, when making 
seaieh in the deep waters of the oei'ju. IJu 
given some sketches of what IK -,aw at the 
'•Silver Bunk," near Ilayti. 


The banks of the eorul on which my 


diviuas were made, are about fully miles iu 
length, aud from ten to twenty iu breadth. 
On this bauk of coral is prcieuted to the 
diver one of toe most beautiful aud sublime 
scenes the eye ever beheld.

varies h'om ten to one hundred feet in 
depth, and so clear that the diver can sec 
fiotu two to three hundred ieet when sub- 
merged, with but little obstruction to the 
sight.

There are countless varieties of diminu- 


tive trees.shrubs aud plants io every crevice 
of the corals where waier-ha-d deposited the 
earth. 
They were all of a faint hue, owing 


to the pale light they received, although of 
every shade, and entirely different from 
clants that L am familiar with lhat vegetate 
upon dry land. 
One in particular attracted 


my attention ; it resembled a sea fan of im- 
mense size, of variegated colors and the 
most brilliant hu«. 
The fish which in- 


habit these "Silver Banks" I found as 
different in kind as the scenery was varied. 
They were of all forms, colors aud sizes— 
from symme'.nca! body to the globe like 
sun fish ; from those of the dullest hue to 
the unchangeable dolphin ; from the spots 
of the leopard to the hues of the sunbeam ; 
from the harmless minnow to the voracious 
shark. 


Some hr.d heads Hke squirrels, others 


like cats and dogs, otic of small size resem- 
bling the bull terrier. Some darted through 
the water like meteors, while others could 
scarcely be seen to move. 
To euuuierate 


and explain all the various kinds of fish I 
beheld while diving on these banks would, 
were I enough of au artist to d-o so, require 
more than aiy.limits would.allow, for I am 
convinced that most of the kinds of fish 
which inhabit the tropical seas can be 
found there. 
The sunfish. savifish, white 


shark, blue or shovel no^ed shark, were 
often seen. 


There were also fish which 
resembled 


plants and rcmnined as fixed in their po- 
sition as a shrub; the only power they 
possessed was to open aod shut when in 
danger. 
Some of them resembled 
the 


rose when in full bloom, and were of all 
hue*. 
There were the ribbon fish, from 


four to five inches to three feet in length ; 
their eyes are very large, and protrude like 
tbose'of a iroi<< 


Another fish was spotted like the ieopaT-, 


from three to ten feet in length.

build their houses like beavers, ia which 
they spa^n, and the male or female watches 
the rgg uutil it hatches.

Alexander the Great died of tie common 


remittent fever at Babylon, and Oliver 
Cromwell was carrisd of}' by ague. 
A few 


doses of quinine would, doubtless, 
have 


saved their lives, and mi»ht have materially 
influenced the course of history. 
But 


when the great Macedonian expired, the 
medicinal virtue* of Peruvian bark, produ- 
ced by ihc Chiucbona trees, were unknown 
outside of their native forest? ; and -.,hcn 
our Lord Protector breathfd his last, they 
were just beginning to be known in London. 
Since then, the value of quinine has been 
appreciated ; and who shall say how many 
valuable lives are daily saved by its admin- 
istration ? In low, marshy situations, where 
ague prevails, and ia the tropics it has be- 
come indispensable. 
All the pluck, en- 


terprise and devotion of modern explorers, 
would, in many instances, have been com- 
pletely neutralized by deadly climates, if it 
had not been for abundant supplies of this 
medicine; fcnd aided by the same sileut 
agent, Europeans have been able to plant 
happy homes in districts which, without 
this powerful aid, would havo simply been 
their burial places.

'If you still rclaiu a few potatoes 
ior table use let them be picked over ami 
all decayed ones removed.

best housewives of our acquaintance, greet- 
ed us not loug since with au invitation to 
come aud see her cellar. 
"I 
have swept 


down every cobweb, white-washed the walls, 
avrept up the floor, and sowed it with salt.''" 


Decayed vegetable luitter is a fertile 


cause ot disease, and there is enough of it 
out of doors in this country without heap- 
inn it up in the cellar for the special pur- 
pose, it would seem, of breeding fevers.— 
Whitewash the walls, for Htne purifies as 
well .is beautifies. Hake down the cob- 
webs, they are the infallible marks of a 
slattern. 
Salt 
destroys worms, &c. 
If 


your cellar i= very dry and sandy, you may 
use salt without detriment; but if too damp, 
it will make the matter worse.
